I don't claim to be a prophet sim- 


ply because the piece I wrote Sun-

solumn Monday, "Korea — Sound 
of War," forecast reversal of Amer- 
can policy and intervention by our 
armed forces in the Far East. 


It turned out to be virtually the 


unanimous opinion 
of American 


newspaper editors, arrived at si- 
multaneously in thousands of cit- 
ies. 


That was Monday. 


President Truman sent 


merican planes and ships to the 


aid of the South Korean Republic, 
attacked by Russian-built tanks and 
Russian-directed 
soldiers 
of the 


Red North Korean country; and to 
Formosa, where the remnants of 
Nationlist China are threatened by 
invasion from the mainland. 


Wednesday Seoul, capital of South 


Korea, was captured by the Reds 
—and now the chips are down for 
America, sure enough. For if the 
Russians kick out the South Ko- 
reans and our forces along with 
them, America might as well run 
down the flag in Tokyo and write 
off the whole Pacific chapter as 
just another Will Rogers toast to 
our country — "which never lost 
a war . . .and never won a peace." 


What's happened in Washington. 


is simply this: 


The government has suddenly 


decided to quit following Ache- 
son's day-dreaming state depart- 
irnent and check the issue where 
ie belongs — with the military. 
That means MacArthur. He carries 
more weight in the Far East than 
all the frock-coated gentry in all 
the state departments on earth. 


There's nothing 
complicated a- 


bout the Far East problem except 
as the State Department lawyers 
make it so. In military terms it 
boils down to this: 


Korea and Formosa were integral 


parts of the 
Japanese 
empire, 
; which America bought and paid for 
when it defeated Japan in a long 
and bloody war. Russia is bent on 
stealing both. 


We made the mistake in Korea — 


as in Germany and in Czechoslo- 
vakia — of giving the Russians an 
inch which they promtly sought to 
stretch to a mile. 


Our diplomats deal 
in words, 


which the Russians like. 


MacArthur, soldier, and son of 


a soldier, deals in something the 
Russians don't .like. And our one 
chance of keeping out of a major 
war right away is to let a soldier 
handle it to Russia's 
complete 


dissatisfaction.

Do you want your country to spend 
the next 100 years living in per- 
petual fright and poverty?

May Take Longer to Drive 
Communists From Korea Than 
Most Americans Think 


By Hal Boyle 
New York, — (IP)— It may take 


longer to drive northern Commu- 
nist 
invaders ouf 
of 
Southern 


Korea than most Americans think. 


Why? 
Because 
the 
United 
States 


has limited its assistance to the 
shipment of war supplies and bat- 
tle aid by ship and plane. 


These factors are hardly as im- 


mediately decisive in warfare 
as 


most civilians 
like 
to 
believe. 


Their weight takes time to make 
itself felt. 


Thi s will be particularly true 


in a mountainous land such as Ko- 
rea if the Soviet-trained 
Com- 


munist armies have built up 
a 


hard core of well-d i s c i p 1 i n ed 
troops. And there is reason to feel 
sure they have, since they have 
had almost five years in which to 
do it. 


Raports from the fighting front 


indicate the invaders 
are wsll- 


cquippcd 
with modern Russian- 


type armor. Undoubtedly they also 
have great stories of weapons and 
ammunition It-ft behind 
by 
the 


Japanese. 


The next few days should give 
strong indications w h e t h j r the 
Communist Koreans are only mak- 
ing a great test foray in force of 
the South's defense — or whother 
they are gambling on a surprise 
knockout. 


If they do choose to fight to the 


bitter end, then they may be as 
dilficult to drive 
back 
as 
the 


northern C om m u n i s t s were in 
Greece. 


Bombing cities they have taken 


is certain to annoy the Southern 
Koreans who live there, but it is 
doubtful that this will really dis- 
lodge the invading troops. T h e y 
won't stay In the cities. 
They 


will move like hordes of locusts 
across 
the 
rugged 
countryside, 


just as the Russians, w e a r i n g 
tattered clothing but c a r r y i ng 
brightly £4M*ed machine pistols, 
swept across 
Germany in 
$he 


Elbe. 


And guerrilla troops like these 


are almost as hard to destroy by 
airpower as if they really 
were 


locusts. T h e y 
can 
camouflage 


their positions by day, and move 
by night. They can live 
off 
the 


land, scrounging as they do. They 
ca n take almost endless bombing 
and stating so long as they are 
going 
forward—and morale 
is 


high. 


The best 'and quickest way 
to 


halt them, of course, would be to 
pour in trained ground troops — 
infantry and artillery — to 
lock 


with them on the land. A regiment 
of marines, a battalion or two of 
U. S. paratroopers s t r a t egical- 
ly dropped and supported, might 
turn the tide at once. 


Naturally, however, the Ameri- 


can government is reluctant 
to 


take this measure. 
For 
ground 


fighting means heavy 
casualties, 


and the hope is that the Korean 
situation may be held to an inter- 
national incident rather than al- 
lowed 
to ripen 
into 
full - scale 


bloody war. 


But, 
should 
the 
invasion con- 


tinue long, there is another possi- 
ble scource of manpower. In 1945 
I saw the last of some 10,000 Jap- 
anese troops being ferried from 
Korea back to their homeland. 


Couldn't the United N a t i o n s 


authorize the recruiting of a force 
of volunteer Japanese 
troops 
to 


fight in Korea under international 
military leadership? This would be 
going only one step farther than 
the United Nations 
already has 


done in the matter. 


And certainly it is the body that 


should organize the world's first 
mercenaries for peace. It is also 
simple justice that the 
Japanese 


should take a part in keeping free 
now the country they held in sub- 
jection themselves for almost 40 
years. And I think they'd volunteer 
—if the pay

Mr. Martindale has been using the 
agricultural conservation program 
to help him protect his land againsl 
erosion and depletion since 1836i 
In that time he has carried out 
the following practices consistent- 
ly: Winter legumes, phosphate and 
pasture improvement practices. 


On Mr. Martindale's farm,some 


[of the most serious conservation 
problems are erosion and humus 
content. To meet his problem, he 
has grown vetch and winter peas 
with oats and turned them," undo." 
each year. He also rotates his pa 
tures and cultivated fields to as 
sure maximum soil protection. 


Again this year, Mr. Martindale 


has his farm signed up in the 1950 
agricultural conservation program. 
Practices to be carried out this 
year include applications of phos- 
phate, limestone, and potash,green 
manure and cover crop, and pas- 
ture development, 


Mr. Martindale operates a 234- 


acre farm made up of 180 acres 
of cropland, and pastures. He also 
has a 50-acre peach orchard which 
takes up a considerable amount of 
his time. The principal crops pro- 
duced are cotton, peaches, truck, 
hay, and livestock. 


Through the agricultural con- 


servation program, Martindale is 
co-operating with the consumers 
of this country in protecting the 
farmland he operates against eros- 
ion and depletion. The assistance 
he receives under ACP represents 
the consumers' interest — and re- 
sponsibility — in protecting the 
soil and water resources of the 
country. 


Mr. Martindale says that he is 


proud he has been able to take 
part in the program. "This conser- 
vation I've carried out on my farm 
—with ACP help-^-means greater 
national food and 'fiber security," 
he says. "And, when what I've 
done on my farm is added to the 
ACP conservation work in other 
forms in Hempstead county and on 
all of the farms in the 
country, 


this represents a real protection to 
the nation. I'm proud of the part 
I've had in it."

This A-bomb heat is dissipated 


greatly with distance. However, in 
Japan the bombs produced high 
intensity burns, called flash burns, 
for a mile or more in all dircc 
lions, Dr. Evans said. 


Dr. Evans and c o l l c a g u e s 


worked out plans for treating se- 
vere burns after handling 124 cases 
in' Virginia. He projected his plan 
for an A-bomb stricken 
city of 


250,000 population. 


The city won't have

blood and plasma to handle

thousands of severely burned. This 
means the medical workers 
will 


have to turn to sutstitutcs. Rcla- 
tin and water is one. Dextran. a 
kind of sugar, and water, is anoth- 
er.

It seems unlikely, but— 
Both the governor and the for- 


mer governor have a n n o u n ced 
they'll be at Corning at 11 a. m. 
next Tuesday, which is July the 
Fourth. 


It would be an ideal setting for 


a joint platform appearance of the 
two chief opponents for the Arkan- 
sas governorship. 


Neither announcement — handed 


out by headquarters of the 
two 


candidates here — indicated that 
anything of the kind was planned 


Apparently each just 
accepted 


an invitation to the same Inde- 
pendence day political rally. But 
there are undeniable possibilities 
in the fact they'll be in the same 
vicinity. 


McMath, incidentally, is about to 


intensify his campaign for a sec- 
ond term. 


After his headquarters 
yester- 


day listed his 
speaking 
engage- 


ments for next week, a McMath 
spokesman said the talks would 
be "political." 


"And that's the way it'll be most 


of the time from here on out," he 
added. 


Fr the past two weeks or long- 


er McMath has had an unusually 
heavy schedule of public "appear- 
ances. Most of his speeches, how- 
ever, have been described as "non- 
jolitical" although occasionally 
a 


few 
decidely political 
remarks 


lave been tossed in. 


He's followed that general pat- 


.ern 
this week even after formal- 


y opening his campaign for re- 
nomination at Pine Bluff last Sat- 
urday night. 


Laney will have two week's hard 


stumping — mainly in south Ar- 
kansas but with one side trip to 
Morrilton — behind him by Satur- 
day. 
Laney's formal opening— at Lit- 
tle Rock — preceded McMath's by 
a week. 


At Magnolia — which 
is 
the 


county seat 
of 
McMath's home 


county of Columbia — Laney last 
njght attacked one of his favorite 
enemies, the proposed national fair 
employment practices c o m m i s- 
sion. 


He didn't specify just 
how ..he 


thought the FEPC figured in the 
Arkansas race for governor. 


He gave the subject a new twist 


when he called on Negroes to join 
white persons in opposing the cre- 
ation of such a commission. Spon- 
sors of the FEPC say it's designed 
to prevent racial discrimination in 
employment.
